Jane  Winslow  addressed  the  Committee  and  discussed  her  meeting  with  SPUR 
on  May  2 2000  as  it  relates  the  implementation  ordinance.  Ms.  Winslow 
indicated  SPUR’s  desire  for  the  Committee  to  meet  on  a monthly  basis.  Ms.

Ms.  Goldstein  described 
the  public  input  and  process  needed  to  develop  the  first  draft  of  the  capital  plan, 
stressing  that  this  draft  is  a work  in  progress. 

Ms.  Goldstein  discussed  how  estimates  for  each  project  in  the  capital  plan  were 
derived  and  how  inflation  and  community  expectation  can  effect  the  final  figures. 

Ms.  Goldstein  responded  to  questions  of  the  Committee  related  to  the  capital 
plan.  Ms.  Goldstein  defined  revenue  bonding  capacity  for  the  committee.  Ms. 
Goldstein  discussed  the  program  necessary  for  acquisition  of  open  space  and 
the  method  for  prioritization  and  budgeting  for  acquisitions. 

Ms.  Goldstein  discussed  assumptions  that  have  been  built  into  the  capital  plan, 
including  the  use  of  federal,  state  and  private  monies  and  the  use  of  revenue 
bond  capacity.

Ms.  Learner  handed  out  the  draft  implementation  ordinance  and  discussed  the 
committee’s  new  powers  and  duties.

DISCUSSION  OF  CAPITAL  PLAN.  STRATEGIC  PLAN.  OPERATING  PLAN 
AND  CAPITAL  BUDGET  PROCESS 

Ms.  Elizabeth  Goldstein  provided  the  Committee  with  an  update  on  the  Capital 
Plan,  Strategic  Plan  and  Operating  Plan.  Ms.  Goldstein  referred  to  an  updated 
capital  plan  (5/11/00),  a handout  for  the  strategic  plan  and  a flow  chart  handout 
for  the  planning  process  to  implement  the  Department’s  program.  Staff 
discussed  the  budget  process  for  the  Department. 

The  Committee  asked  whether  or  not  they  would  receive  the  results  of  the 
strategic  planning  process  and  the  Department’s  staff  forums.  Staff  indicated  that 
they  would  be  distributed  to  the  Committee  at  an  upcoming  public  meeting  with 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  also  discussed  the  internal  and  external  audit  of  the  Department. 
Staff  indicated  that  there  are  three  budget  hearings  to  review  the  entire  budget 
for  the  Department.

DEVELOPMENT  OF  OFFICIAL  ORGANIZATIONAL  LIST 

Mr.  Robert  McDonald  presented  the  official  organizational  list  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  who  make  nominations  for  the  Advisory  Committee.  A 
revised  list  with  recommended  additional  groups  was  circulated  to  the  Committee 
members.  The  list  included  groups  with  a focus  on  recreation,  seniors,  youth 
and  cultural  activities.
